^pedition is Capt. Edward Coffin of 
Bdgartown, who has had much ex- 
oerlence, like Capt. Haven, in north- 
ern waters. 


Capt. Haven will leave Boston with

New York. H,e expects to leave there 
on Saturday, March 14. on the steam 
sr Philadelphia for Hamburg, and 
from there he will go to Bergen in

some have more of a knack than 
others—but those who haven't 
the 


knack can learn If they work. 'Tis 
said Napoleon lost the 
battle of 


Waterloo because he couldn't write 
well. Some one asks: 
"When was 


the last spelling book 
published? 


Have our youth outgrown the use of 
that (once important Uextf-book? 
It 


would seem often-times, from their 
ignorance of the rules of spelling and 
arangament of the letters in words, 
that they disdained the practice of 
good orthography. It is all very well 
to talk about som» 
people 
being 


natural spellers and some being poor 
spellers. 
There are faults of car,

There to likely to be much diversity 


ef opinion, particularly among tboae 
moat dirttsly concerned, as to the pro- 
priety of dividing North Dakota into 
two states, or. rather. North Dakota 
and Montana into three states, though 
there ought to be nothing but protest

The proposition Is to segregate east-

The expansive "land of the Dakota*" 
has been carved into several noble 
commonwealths since the days It was 
first traverse! by the intrepid explor- 
ers Lewis and Clark a century ago. 
The great territory more specifically 
known as Dakota was later made into 
two rich nnd independent states, and 
possibly North Dakota, with a gener- 
ous slice of Montana, would stand an- 
ather earring. There is certainly land 
onoug'.i, and perhaps there are people 
•md civilization enough between the 


tortuous mid fluctuating banks of the 
Big Muddy and the snow capped peaks 
Df the Big Belt to make a prosperous 
ind happy commonwealth, but in the 
name of all that is American, and more 
sspecially all that is western, and still 
more especially all that is northwest- 
ern, why call it Montague? 


The name Montague may be highly 


respectable and in a way immortal by 
reason of its prominence in Shake- 
speare's tragedy of "Romeo a.nd Juli- 
et," but what had it to do with the 
discovery, exploration, development or 
peopling of the great empire of the up- 
per Missouri? The naming of a state 
in a section rich in historical associa- 
tions involves considerations which 
should appeal even to men who think 
Montague would do nicely because it 
sound-* pleasant and aristocratic. 


If it is desired to have a name sug- 


gestive of topography of the country, 
why rot enll it Montgomery, in mem- 
ory of the hero of Quebec, or Fremont, 
in honor of the Pathfinder, or Hillana, 
as a token of respect for the great 
Xorthv, estern railroad builder, or, again, 
if we are to have this new state, why 
not perpetuate in its appellation the 
fame of Lewis or Clark or Pike or of 
Terry, Crook, Custer or some other of 
the explorers and Indian fighters whose 
na7i.es are written all over the history 
of the northwest from the tipper Mis- 
souri to the Big Horn and from the 
Kav.* to tlie Bad Lands?

A Few Pointer*. 


The demand, consequently the mar- 


ket, for capons is & peculiar one. While 
there Is a very limited demand during 
the entire year, tae bulk of them are 
sold between tu* holidays qjpd spring. 
The turkey holds the place cf honor at 
Thanksgiving, divides It witli ducks 
«ad geese at Christmas and New 
Year's, and when these are past there 
Is more inquiry for capons, which con- 
tinues till April or May. So little call 
ia there for them outside of this season 
that many if not all dealers cease quot- 
ing prices at other times. 


The profit in capons is a mooted ques- 


tion, It will not pay to perform the 
operation on any but tht larger breeds. 
and there arc many individuals and 
many localities where it will not pay 
at all. While good capons usually sell 
for scmewkat higher prices than roast- 
Ing chickens, the different* in price be- 
tween the two is lees than formerly. In 
Boston it is said that the large part of 
the capons are dressed clean and sold 
as "south shore roosters." A capon 
most be fed for so long a time before 
marketing that the feed bill eats up a 
large part of the extra price. 


Many poultrym'en say that there Is 


more profit in keeping pullets for eggs 
hi the space that would be occupied by 
capons. But locality and circumstance 
must decide this point. A poor capon 
will bring no more than a chicken. The 
small sizes of capons, about five or six 
pounds, sell quite readily, but at lower 
prices. The large ones weighing nine, 
ten and twelve pounds, or even more, 
bring higher prices per pound. They 
take the place of turkeys to a consider- 
able extent 


The methods of dressing vary some- 


what for different markets, and it is 
(vise for the grower to learn from the 
dealer or commission merchant in the 
market to which he purposes shipping 
as to any special demands. They are 
usually— and always for best markets- 
dry picked. It is customary with most 
growers to leave on the feathers of the 
neck, tail and wings. Some leave -on 
more than others, but the carcass must 
Show up its plump proportions and rich 
yellow color. For they must be well 
fattened. 
Sometimes I have seen ca- 


pons in market which were well grown 
and fattened, but which had been 
scalded, badly dressed, feathers all off 
and which sold for no more than the 
same grade of chickens. A little extra 
care in dressing and packing would 
have paid handsomely. Dry picking is 
something that it seems impossible to 
teach except by actual practice. In 
short, it is a sort of knack with some 
people.— F. H. Valentine in American 
Agriculturist. 


Early Birds. 


Early birds are all right if tve are 


prepared to properly care for them, 
and if not the April and May hatched 
chick will outstrip them in the race. 
The most important factor in early 
hatches is to get fertile eggs. The 
breeding pens should consist of birds 
that have not been previously mated 
for some time, and in the case of show 
birds care should be taken to see that 
they are vigorous,' healthy and fully 
recovered from any setback they may 
have sustained as a result of confine- 
ment in the showroom. A smaller 
number of females should be placed in 
the pen than usual, and the daily ra 
tioa should not be lacking in anima; 
and-green foo;l. The houses should be 
comfortably warm, and the eggs should 
be gathered as soon as laid and kept 
where they will not be injured oy 
freezing weather. The fowls should be 
induced to exercise and scratch for 
most of their food. Those that stand 
around huddled up in a corner of the 
house or on the perch will lay few fer- 
tile eggs. 


Growth In Poultry Industry. 


It is gratifying to note that the pros- 


perity which the poultry industry has 
enjoyed the past two years is leading 
to a very general disposition to im- 
prove the flocks. Breeders of pure bred 
poultry who let the people know what 
they have are getting plenty of orders, 
and the stock is going to those who 
produce the bulk of our poultry—the 
plain farmers of the land. There is 
more of a demand today for utility 
poultry than ever before, and the fan- 
cier who breeds for the highest utility 
is the one the farmer is after. 
Of 


course fancy points can be added to the 
useful qualities of poultry, and breed 
characteristics should be preserved, 
but the average producer wants eggs 
and meat and the breeds that will fur- 
nish, them most economically. These 
essentials should never be sacrificed 
to any more fancy.—Stockman and 
Farmer.

This avoids 
the necessity of cutting out many run- 
ners. In small gardens I sometimes 
set plants closer together, say fifteen 
to eighteen inches apart in the rows 
and the rows two feet apart. In that 
ease the plants must be kept down 
to single stools. This requires very 
close attention as to the removal of 
the runners. 
The plants will run, 


Usually with groat persistence, and 
the runners must be removed just as 
persistently to avoid trouble. 
These 


single plants give a superior lot of 
berries, especially berries of large size. 
But for quantity the matted row is far 
ahead, and we get gooj berries too.— 
T. Greinerin Farm andFircside.

How to Set Dcrrberrio. 


Dewberry plants should be set six 


feet apart A good plan is to run the 
rows six feet apart and then cross at 
right angles, with rows the same dis- 
tance apart. Right in the check, where 
the cross comes, the plant can be set, 
•spreading out the roots well. 
Rasp- 


berries, blackberries and grapevines 
can all be set this way. Plants or 
vines set this way_ can be plowed both 
ways and hoeing almost entirely dis- 
pensed with in cultivating the crop. 
V good way to apply manure or fer- 
tilizer to plants set this way is to drill 
it in the open furrow on the four sides 
of the plant and cover with earth. 
About tl»e same manure can bo used 
on dewberries, blackberries and grapes 
as on the strawberries. — American 
Gardening. 


The Carnation. 


The carnation has of late years be- 


come a flower of vast importance, and 
it seems a question of rivalry between 
the carnation and the rose for suprem- 
acy. Carnations love new soil, and it 
a newly broken up piece of land is* 
available it will always pay to use i( 
for this purpose. Set out the plants in 
straight rows, with good strong labels 
to each sort to avoid confusion. The 
ground should be freqtiently hoed and 
kept free from weeds. Care should bo 
taken, however, not to go too deep. 
Later on a mulching of old and well 
decomposed manure should bo put be- 
tween the rows. It will greatly assist 
in retaining the moistun;. If the weath- 
er becomes very dry, one good water- 
Ing will be found better than ten sprin- 
klings. 


The Seed Plat. 


An excellent box In which the seeds 


for early flowers-can be sowed is about 
18 inches long, 15 inches wide and 3%

The Great Storm TUat Overwhelmed 


Jferr Encland In 17IT. 


In the spring of 1717 an amount of 
' 


snow- fell in New England that has not 
been -equaled during the three centu- 
ries of it§ history. The great storm 
began in February and burled the 
earth to the depth of ten to twenty 
feet. 
Cattle were buried In it and 


were found frozen stiff under the 
drifts, and hundreds of sheep perished. 
Wild animals grew so desperate from 
the cravings of hunger that they be- 
came nightly visitors to the farmers' 
«heep pens. 
Bears and wolves fol- 


lowed the deer even into the settlers' 
clearings and pounced upon them there, 
killing them at such a rate that deer 
reeves were afterward chosen in every 
town to protect those valuable animals. 


Many a one story house was entirely 


covered vrith snow, and even the chim- 
neys In some instances could not be 
seen. Tunnels led from house to house, 
and snowshoes were in frequent requi- 
sition. 


Stepping out of the chamber win- 


dow, some people ventured to explore 
the fields of snow. One young man in 
Newbury, Mass., was paying his ad- 
dresses to a lady who lived three milei 
away and had not seen her for a week 
after the storm. This state of things 
could no longer be endured, and. mount- 
ing his snowahoes, he went over the 
hills to e£ter her house as he had left 
his own—by way of a chamber win- 
dow.

THE LABOR PROBLEM 


HOW SHALL THE CAUSE OF STRIKES 


BE REMOVED? 


Horace liana Anolyzo the Impor- 


tant Drrlaratlon* IB tlie Report of 
tke Industrial t'ommjjulon—A Key 
to Ike Solution, 
TUe problems of civilization, govern-; 


menially and industrially, are those of \ 
a»MX-i.iUun and fn-t-doia. The earlier ! 
forms as-xiiuifd were those of govern-1 
mental de>;j<oti!»in aud industrial slav- 
ery. These forms have been changed, 
sometimes by the gradual and almost 
imperceptible process of evolution, aud 
at other times when the natural proc- 
fss of evolution has been retarded by 
the opposition of tho«e t-njoying a uii»- j 
nopoly of governmental or industrial j 
position and abusing their jirmlfjje 
the changes have been so sudden as to 
be known as go\eruiaeutal retolution 
or Industrial emaucipatiou. The found- 
ing of the American nation was a revo- 
lution to establish political equality, 
and our civil war was an industrial 
revolution to abolish the ownership of 
human beings ns -propei ty." The mod- 
ern "labor movement" is to establish 
equality of economic opportunity or to 
abolisb the ownership of the working- 
man's opportunity to work as "prop- 
erty," and as it progresses it assume* 
an ever increasing public importance. 


Recognizing this fact, congress passed 


an act, approved by the president ou 
June 18, 1SOS, "authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a iionpartKin commission 
to collirte information and to consider 
aud recommend legislation to meet the 
problems presented by labor, agricul- 
ture and capital." This act dehued the 
duties of the commission specifically 
"to investigate questions pertaining to 
immigration, to labor, to agriculture, 
to manufacturing and to business and 
to report to congress and to suggest 
such legislation as it may deem best 
upon these subjects" and alfro "that it 
shall furnish such information aud sug- 
gest such laws as may be made a basis 
for uniform legislation by the various 
states of the T'ulon in order to harmo- 
nize conflicting intoiest", arid to be- 
equitable to the laborer, the employer, 
the producer and the cousumor." Tho 
nuol report of this commission was 
submitted to congress in February, 
1002, and in discussing the causes of 
strikes and lockouts in this report the 
commission says. ''The fundamental 
causes of labor disputes lie deep in the 
present organization of society. * * * 
So long as the elapses of employers nnd 
emplojees exist there will be btiikob 
aud lockouts * * * Those two sen- 
tences contain a key to the solution of 
the "labor problem " Obsm-, c there an; 
two "classes" named, with the asser- 
tion that as long a« they exist "theio 
will be strikes and loeLouts." The in- 
evitable concht-ion is that in order to 
make an end to fill stnkes it will bo 
uccessiiiy to romo\o the cause, which 
is. a.s stated, tho "present otganix.ation 
of siK-iety" into thcsa tuo "c lassos "

n'gardiug the meaning of "public own- 
ership." Those making profits out of 
the private monopoly of public utilities 
are oppo&etl to the abolition of such 
monopoly for the same reason tliat the 
owners of chattel slaves half a century 
;jgo were opposed to the abolition of 
chattfl siavt-r^-. Iu fact, the present 
stage of industrial development is de- 
scribed by Mr. Hadley in his "Econom- 
ics'' as that in which "property has 
taken the place of slavery as an eco- 
nomic force." This statement is not 
very clear, for slaves -were "property" 
before the abolition of slavery. The 
statement really signifies that property 
in the opportunity to -work (which is 
known as capital) has taken the place 
of property in the \vorker (or "slav- 
ery") "as an economic force"—that Is, 
as a means of obtaining the product of 
the worker's industry at an average 
cost of his subsistence (which was the 
economic advantage to be derived from 
chattel slavery) and at the same time 
avoid any financial interest in tlie life 
of the worker. It is evident, therefore, 
that, as a means of obtaining some- 
thing for nothing, property in the op- 
portunity to work surpasses property 
in the worker. 


So much for the existing industrial 


situation. It shows clearly that what 
are known as -'profits'' or "earnings of 
capital," and are so designated in the 
industrial commission's 
itpcit, :.i-.' 


identical with wh.it were f, :irerly 
known as the "profits" of slavery or 
the "earnings of slave labor." To in- 
crease wages, therefore, until there are 
no profits is what is meant by "public 
ownership of public utilities." This 
will make the economic return to every 
indnidual exactly measured by the 
service that he renders, and all eco- 
nomic differences will then be due to 
differences in individual ability and 
taste. This is the ideal of both ethics 
ami economics—the goal desired by ev- 
ery honest man (and really every man 
desires to be honest, though many have 
not learned what constitutes honesty)— 
the realization of the Golden Itule and 
the royal law. 


The evil in the trusts consists simply 


in the permission of private ownership 
of public property, which compels peo- 
ple to pay for that which really by 
natural right belongs to them, but 
which by legal right beloni's to some 
private owner of public proppity. We 
build our streets and highways, and 
they arc free to any one who wishes 
to use them, the only cost after the 
outlay for construction being cost of 
maintenance, whereas under private 
ownership of public property the peo- 
ple pay not only all tost of mainte- 
nance, but 111 addition an excess charge 
called "earnings of capital." All capi- 
tal should be publicly owned just as 
tho streets and highways, ns well as all 
pnbhc building*, schools, parks aiul in 
the more enlightened communities wa- 
terworks, lighting plants, street rail- 
ways, steam lailways, telegraph and 
telephone lines arc now owned

AM KMT Road to Temperance. 
The new British temperance orgul-, 


zation of which Lord Roberts is tb« 
president and which haii been denomi- 
nated the Roberts league is certainly, 
something unique iu the way of a 
reformatory uovemeut. The essential 
obligation imposed upon tbe members 
is that they shall drink no spirituous 
liquors, ale, wine or beer between 
meals. 


At first glanct- this would appear to 


be something of a hardship, limiting 
tLe jjt,-w temperance Englishman's tip- 
pling to three times a day with about 
six hours between times, but when it 
is remembered that the average Eng- 
lishman has from four to sir regular 
meals a clay and as many more irreg- 
ular meals as he can attend 
to 


the amount of temperance in tlie new, 
pledge gets into quite neighborly rela- 
tions with tbe ordinary, mellow all day 
"jag." 


Dr. Robert Hutchinson, one of the 


chief promoters of the movement, has 
explained that alcohol in some cases ia 
a good thitvg as a beverage; it often 
aids digestion, and he prescribes that 
for the ordinary person the daily 
healthful supply of alcohol may be im- 
bjbed in a glass of spirits, two glasses 
of portc-r and one tumbler of claret or 
one pint of ale. With this as a work- 
ing basis, the popularity of the Rob- 
erts league may readily be under- 
stood. 


It may be inferred that in aiding di- 


gestion a member of the league "will be 
governed in his drinking by the 
amount of his eating. The more food 
the more need of the uighly recom- 
mended digestive agent If the mem- 
ber has a good appetite—and few Eng- 
lishmen are hampered by a poor one— 
he need not worry about the pledge de- 
priving him of many of his customary 
oblations. With six, eight or ten meals 
ii day there would appear to be no 
good reason why an Englishman should 
not be able to get himself into a com- 
fortably mellowr condition -without af- 
fecting his good and regular standing 
in the temperance league. If he de- 
sires to hasten the process and make 
more certain the results, he could mix 
his drinks, which, as we understand, 
the rules of the society do not prohibit. 


With so easy and congenial a road to 


sobriety we shall soon expect to hear 
that our English cousins have been 
completely emancipated from their 
cups—between meals. 


PRESIDENT'S SECRETARY. 


B*w Mr. l,orb Ftrnt Attracted tfc* 


AttrntloB of Hl» Cktef. 


Presided Roosevelt's nc-w secretary, 


William Loeb. Jr., who' succeeds Mr. 
C<>rtelyou, promoted to the cabinet, 
has been close to his chief ever since 
Mr. lioosevelt became governor of 
New York iu 1SUU. Mr. Loeb was then 


j one of the four executive stenogra- 


phers to the governor and soon became 
the latter's confidential 
secretary. 


Since that time he(lias gone wherever 
Mr. lioosevelt has gone in the tetter's 
progress to the vice presidency and 
the presidency. 


Mr. Loeb is a native of Albany, X. Y.. 


and may truly be said to be a self 
made man. He is of German parent- 
age and was the eldest of six children. 
Wbea but twelve years of age he was 
obliged to leave school and become a 
wage earner. From his small earnings 
he saved enough to return to school 
and was graduated with high honors 
from the Albany high school. 


Ue then studied stenography and be- 


came one of the ablest shorthand re- 
porters at the state capital. At the 
age of twenty-one Mr. Loeb "was elect- 
•eel official stenographer of the New 
York state assembly, and this marked 
the beginning of his successful career. 


Later he was private secretary to 


Senator J. Sloat Fassett while the lat- 
ter was president pro tern, of the Xew 
York state senate and during Fas- 
sett's canvass for governor in 1891. 


The New Cabinet Portfolio. 


The new department of commerce 


and labor, which came into being by 
recent act of congress and executive 
approval, establishes about a dozen bu- 
reaus in which affairs pertaining to its 
duties as indicated Iu the title are dis- 
tributed. These bureaus include the 
lighthouse establishments, the natural 
bureau of standards, the coast and 
geodetic surveys, the bureau of immi- 
gration, the bureau of statistics., the 
steamboat inspection service, the bu- 
reau of navigation, the census office, 
tlie fish commission, the bureau of for- 
eign commerce and matters relating to 
labor. 


One of the most, important provisions 


of the bill creating the portfolio of 
commerce and labor is the "publicity"' 
clause, introduced as an antitrust 
amendment after the original measure 
was well advanced iu its legislative 
career. Tins amendment established 
an additional bureau, the bureau of 
corporations, the chief of vrbicb is to 
have power to make "diligent investi- 
S'ltion into tbc organization, conduct 
uud management of tlie business of any 
corporation * * * engaged iu commerce 
ainoug the several states and with for- 
eign nations." The information sought 
is for the purpose of furnishing data to 
the president 1o enable him to "make 
recommendations to congress for the 
regulation of snch commerce," and in 
order to obtain it the commissioner of 
corporations Is to have the "right to 
subpoena and compel the attendance 
and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of documentary evidence 
and to administer oaths."

What are our prec-ious metals? "Gold 


and silver," yon answer. That depends. 
says the NV-v York He-raid. If by pre- 
ciousness j« meant the value of the 
product in dollars sa.d cents—our gold- 
wi rule of u:easun.'uiei>t-~tlien gold and 
silver are not the precious metals, ac- 
cording to the recently Issued report of 
the United States geological survey, 
which gives us the money value of the 
products wri'» 1 from the earth's dark 
laboratory in 1I*.C. 


The gold, the precious yellow metal, 


poured from na lure's c.-ucible in this 
land last year is valued at $78,000.000, 
and if to this we a«id the metal value 
of the silver we have $111.000,000. But 
•what is that compared with the pig 
iron product of the same time, which is 
valued at $241,000,000? The iron pro- 
duced is more precious than the gold 
and silver combined by §130,000,000. 


Modest copper, Indian complexioned 


copper, can put the oriental bued gold 
to the blush, for last year it enriched 
us in the sum of $87,000,000, $9,000,000 
more than the value of the yellow met- 
al. Even the base lead that was mined 
is one-third the value of tlie gold. 


When we get to the minerals used for 


structural purposes, gold and silver are 
again distanced, for tlie building stone, 
clay and cements that were launched 
by us into the channels of commerce 
In 1002 are valued at $182,000,000. The 
gold and silver produced in the same 
time were §71,000,000 short of being 
enough to purchase this output. 


When we go a little deeper and meas- 


ure the value of the coal, petroleum 
and natural gas that we purloined, from 
beneath the fruitful breast of Mother 
Earth, we find it four times that of all 
the gold and silver taken from the 
same treasure house in the same time. 


Gold In Meteorite*. 


At a meeting of the Royal Society of 


New South Wales, Mr. Liverst exhibit- 
ed microscopic particles of a yellow 
malleable metal insoluble in nitric acid 
presenting all the appearance of gold 
taken from Australian and European 
siderites. This suggests an inference 
of great interest, that the great quan- 
tity of meteoric dust is depositing gold 
on land and sea, the dust probably 
amounting each year to many thou- 
sand tons.

Pittsl>urK Man Get* Patent For » 


Valuable Invention. 


Latest in the field of smokeless stacks 


is a Pittsburg inventor, L. J3, Tucker, 
who has taken out a patent. Any stack 
of any size six feet or more in height 
can, 
he says, be made smokeless and 


sparkproof. The stack is equipped 
with collars and drip plates running off 
from the edges at varying intervals 
for about half the height of the stack. 
Water is forced half way up the stack 
oy inspirators on small boilers and by 
donkey pumps on large boilers, the 
pipes in size being regulated by the 
size of the stack. 


The drip plates and collars start from 


the bottom. Water flows on the drip 
plates, running over the edges of the 
collars, which drop about half an inch 
toward the center, then passes through 
a smoke box into the funnel at the bot- 
tom with a screen to prevent the 
sparks from going into the pipes. The 
water is to be carried off into barrels 
or tanks and can be used again and 
again. Tbe continual water flow on the 
drip plates prevents rust, which was 
first thought to be ar,' obstacle to the 
usefulness of the invention. 


Smoke in attempting to pass through 


the flowing water sheets is turned into 
soot, which falls to the bottom of the 
smoke box and is carried off by the 
water to the barrels, where it rises to 
the top of the water. The water of 
course preven-ts the escape of any 
sparks. 


It is thought, says the Brooklyn Ea- 


gle, that this device will permit the use 
of bituminous coal in establishments 
where anthracite has been exclusively 
used. Sawclast or other waste material 
might be used, and this would result in 
a saving of millions of dollars In and 
near cities where smoke is a prohibited 
nuisance. 


The t'KCs of Crnde Oil. 


While much has been said and writ 


ten about the sprinkling of oil ou roads 
principally as a means of preventing 
dust, the use of the oil in the same way 
on river levees in some parts of the 
United States is said to have been 
found to be an excellent protection 
against the burrowmgs of gophers and 
ground squirrels, which threaten the 
security of the barrier raised against 
the encroachment of the flood waters. 
Crude oil, snys a writer in Cassler's 
Magazine, is so distasteful to these 
posts that thoy shuu the ground cov- 
ered with it. 


A Consumption Antidote. 


The medical faculty of Berlin is prob- 


ing a peculiar observation to the effect 
that there is not a single consumptive 
among the Berlin Plaster of Paris 
Workers' union, many members of 
which wore consumptive when they 
entered the trndo, but recovered with- 
out any specific cure. Similar observa* 
fions Imvo boon made In other cltlrtl 
among this kind of workers, which lend 
physicians to think that tho gypsum 
dust kills the germs or prevents such 
from taking root. 


An Automatic \"nr»f»lrl. 


A Swiss mechanic oliilms to have In- 


vented an automatic baby's nurse. Tho 
apparatus is attached to a cradle.

Fair Way to Be Finally A4J«4t- 
oated—American Member* of tk« 
Tribcnal—To Meet la Loadoa. 
Xovr that the United States and 


Cireat Britain have negotiated a treaty 
for the setilenient of the Alaskan 
boundary dispute, it is believed That 
this much discussed international ques- 
tion will soon be finally disposed of to 
the satisfaction of all parties con- 
cerned. 


The treaty provides that the tribunal 


shall consist of six impartial jurists, 
three to be named by the president and 
three by King Edward of England. All 
questions must receive a majority vote 
of the tribunal. Provision is made for 
the appointment of other jurists to fill 
vacancies and for officers of the tribn- 
nal, including scientific expert* and 
agents. 


The members of the commission se- 


lected by President Roosevelt to act on 
the part of the United States are Secre- 
tary of War EHhu Root, Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge and Senator George Tur- 
ner. The American case will be pre- 
pared lor the commission by John W. 
Foster of Washington, formerly secre- 
tary of state, who was a member of the 
joint high commission which bad

charge of the Alaskan seal fisheries ar- 
bitration and who is probably more fa- 
miliar with the subject than any other 
man.
